"Bald Jack" Rose

British Court of Titanic Inquiry, Re- 


porting Today, Places No Blame 


on Managing Director 


of Line.

London, July 30—The judgment of 


the British board or trade court of 
inquiry into the disaster to the White 
Star liner Titanic which sank in mid 
ocean with 1517 souls after colliding 
with an iceberg on April 14, was pro- 
nounced today by Lord Mersey. 


The court finds that the collision 


with the iceberg was clue to exces- 
sive speed at which the Titanic was 
navigated; that a proper watch was 
not kept; that (.lie ship's boats were 
properly lowered, but that ar^ange- 
ment for manning them were insuf- 
ficient; that the Leyland liner Cali- 
t'ornian might have reached the Ti- 
tanic if she had attempted to rlo so; 
that the, track followed was reason- 
ably safe with proper vigilance; and 
that 
there was 
no discrimination 


against third class passengers in the 
saving ot: life. 


The court o'f inquiry exonerates J. 


Bruce Ismay, chairman and managing 
director of the White Star line, and 
Sir Cosmo Duff-Gordon one of

It is interesting to watch the other 
states in their solving the problem of 
woman's vote, and in no other way 
can we arrive at so lucid an idea of 
what this great subject means both 
for the home and the government. 


Mr. Henry S. Ives of New Hamp- 
shire has written a letter to the press 
of this state about the convention's 
failure to pass the amendment, and 
his communication has made no little 
comment. In it he says: "After this 
shameful betrayal of democratic prin- 
ciples, let us not prate any more about 
personal liberty, but ask who are the 
powers that actually rule New Hamp- 
shire. Let us find out who converted 
abouti two hundred and . twenty-five 
delegates, favoring the submission of 
this question within the last clay or 
two into a.minority which could only 
count 149. . 
. . . . 


We should probably find that there 


are the same influences that have 
corrupted 
New Hampshire 
politics 


during the last forty years. 


I am glad that these powers fear 


woman suffrage. 
It makes me be- 


lieve more firmly than ever in its 
ability to help our public life. 
It 


links woman suffrage clearly with the 
needed reforms of our day. It is no 
longer a question whether a woman 
wants to vote. 
Her vote is needed, 


if our politics are to be clean enough 
'for her children to live under."

THE NEW INDUSTRIAL LAWS. 
Many reform laws, which are all 


right in theory, are so impractical 
that they become a hardship and a 
-burden to the people whom they are 
supposed to benefit. 


The new Industrial law is just now 


in .evidence, through the activity of 
the Industrial Commission, as Janes- 
ville manufacturers have discovered 
during the past few days. 


The law has a double purpose, 


namely to safeguard machinery, and 
thus reduce the liability of accidents, 
and also to prevent boys, under the 
age of sixteen, from finding employ- 
ment in factories. 


While it may be true that manufac- 


turers are more or less careless, it 
is also true that self-interest prompts 
tbem to .use every precaution against 
accident,- and they are always ready 
to listen to any reasonable sugges- 
tions for improvement. 
But these 


suggestions should come from men 
who are 
thoroughly 
competent to 


make them, and should be governed 
by common sense as well as the ab- 
stract law. 


So far as the employment of the 


boy is concerned, even better judg- 
ment is required, because the ques- 
tion of humanity enters into it. There 
are many cases of widowed mothers 
who are dependent upon the earnings 
of boys who have not yet reached 
the age limit. 


The loss of the father has matured 


the boy, and fired him -with ambition 
to become a bread winner, He is fif- 
teen years old and wants to learn a 
trade, but the law says "no," and to 
evade it the boy and his mother must 
practice deception. This is sometimes 
done and the state is responsible. 


The boy and his mother excuse 


themselves on the ground that it is 
better to be deceptive that dependent 
on charity, and that's what it means 
if the boy is not permitted to work. 
The law needs modifying so that it 
.will represent justice to all concerned. 


The state administration has been 


so busy during the past few years, 
that the statute books are loaded with 
all sorts of refrom measures of which 
the people are ignorant. 
The income 


tax has been something of an eye 
opener, because it has hit the farmer, 
who heretofore has been immune. 


The tact has not been generally dis- 


covered, but it will be January 1st, 
1913, when the new anti-tubercular 
law goes into effect. 
This law pro- 


vides that the state no longer pay for 
diseased cattle, but the farmer suffers 
the entire loss. 'The slaughter goes 
on just the same. 


The farmer as well as the manu- 


facturer, can well afford to ask every 
man who aspires to legislative office 
this fall, "What is your attitude on 
these reform laws?"

TO POSTAL RULES 


General Order Issued 
by 
Postoffice 


Department Regarding Abuse 


of General DeMyery. 


In an issue of the Daily Bulletin, 


the official organ of the Postoffice de- 
partment at Washington, an 
order 


has been received at the local post- 
office, and is general throughotu the 
country, regarding the improper use 
of the general delivery by miners and 
by residents of cities served by car- 
riers. 
The order, which was issued 


by the first assistant postmaster gen- 
era], calls the attention of the post- 
masters to the requirements of Sec- 
tion 713 of the Postal Laws and Regu- 
lations governing the use of the gen- 
eral delivery, and which gives 
the 


postmasters authority to require 
all 


persons supposed to be residents of 
the city 
in which they receive their 


mail to give their names and addresses 
and the reasons for preferring to be 
served at the general delivery. Min- 
ors, under the law', may be required to 
furnish this information 
and 
the 


names of their parents in order that 
the parents may be notified and have 
the opportunity to control the delivery 
of mail to their children, to the extent 
authorized, by the postal regulations. 
In cities where mail is not delivered 
by city carriers, the order states, the 
postmasters may notify the parents of 
minors calling for mail under what 
appear to;'be objectionable 
circum- 


stances. 
As the order 
is a general 


one, it is not intended for any parti 
cular locality, but may be enforced 
in case 
of 
necessity.

J. Harry Bullock, State Superintend-

cessful candidate 
when 
he 
was 


wholly unprepar- 
ed for. 
anything 


of. the kind. 


Catiline's 
first 


name was Lucius 
Sergius, but peo- 
ple 
called 
him 


"Lute" behind his 
hack. 
He 
was 


one of the 
most 


expensive 
dema- 


gogues Rome ever had as 
he was 


continually inducing 'some prominent 
citizen to act as the 
deceased at a 


public funeral. It was a dull, day for 
Catiline when he didn't scatter a lit-1 
tie poisoned soap 
around or leave 


a stiletto 
adhering to 
somebody's 


person. 


Catiline made quile a hit as a po- 


litical boss, and packed all the cau- 
cuses 
from Pantheon 
>to the 
Ap- 


pian Way, but whenever ho ran for 
anything himself the populace would 
rise up and step oft him with so much 
enthusiasm that he never had to ask 
for the official count. He ran against 
Cicero for the consulship at one time, 
hut Cicero had packed the election 
board with his wife's relatives and 
buried Catiline under one of the most 
voluptuous majorities ever recorded. 


The more Catiline brooded over his 


defeat the more discontented he he- 
came, so he hired two assassins who 
had built up a large 
business and 


contracted with them to stab Cicero 
violently in the tunic. This plan be- 
ing frustrated Catiline got an army 
together and announced that he would 
now start one of the most irritating' 
holocausts in the history of Rome. 


When Cicero heard 
of Catiline's 


threat he rose to a point of order and 
denounced tlie traitor in some of the 
most vindictive Latin a,djectives then 
in use. adding .to them a, few of his 
own invention. The senate then 'incl 
several of Catiline's freinds cremated 
in public, and sent an army in search 
of Catiline. 


The army and Catiline found each 


other about the same time, and Cati- 
line did not give up until he had be- 
come too porous to hit 
back. His 


death was greeted with sustained ap- 
plause and numerous demands for an 
encore.
